have treated you for your disab¬ 
ling condition. Do not delay filing 
if you do not have all of this in¬ 
formation. The people at your 
social security offi'ce may be able 
to help you get the missing infor¬ 
mation. 

Q. What is the disability work 
requirement? 

A. You must have at least 5 
years of work during a 10-year 
period ending when you became 
disabled. The 5 years of work- 
need not be continuous or even in 
units of full years. Social security 
credits are counted in units of 
calendar quarters of the year. Y’ou 
will meet the work I'equirement 
if you have credit for at least 20 
calendar (luarters of work during 
the 40 quarters (10 years) ending 
when you became disabled. 

Q. Is the disability work re¬ 
quirement the' same for every¬ 
one? 

A. Generally speaking, the work 
requirement is the same for 
everyone; however, if your dis¬ 
ability is “blindness” you may 
qualify with less than 20 quar¬ 
ters (5 years); If you became dis¬ 
abled by blindness before age 31, 
you need credit for only one year 
of work for every two years after 
age 21 and before you became 
disabled by reason of blindness, 
except that you must have a 
minimum of 13^2 years* work. 

Q. My 65th birthday is on De¬ 
cember 15. When should I file for 
health insurance? 

A. File your application any¬ 
time from September thi’ough No¬ 
vember. This way your hospital 
and inedical insurance coverage 
can start in December—the'month 


Q. How many health care visits 
could be paid for under the basic 
hospital insurance part of medi¬ 
care? 

' A. Up to lOO' visits during each 
one-year period following dis¬ 
charge fi'om a hospital or from 
ail extended care facility. The 
home health cai'e would have to 
be furnished under b plan estab¬ 
lished and periodically reviewed 
by a ]3hy.sician. The home health 
seiwices would, for example, en¬ 
able an elderly man who needs 
intermittent nursing services to 
get them in his home instead of 
keeping him in a hospital; or if 
someone was getting over a 
stroke, he would get speech and 
physical therapy at home to help 
get his speech back and get his 
legs moving again. 

Q. Did the 1965 amendments 
change the work requirements? 

A. Mo.st people can receive 
benefits only if they have worked 
under social security for at least 
5. of the 10 years before they be¬ 
came disabled. 

Q. I began receiving retirement 
benefits at 62 and when L was 
age 63 I became disabled. I check¬ 
ed at my social security office and 
they told me that I could not get 
disability benefits because I was 
receiving retirement benefits. Has 
tbi.s been changed by the 1965 
amendments? 

A. Yes. After receiving retire¬ 
ment benefits, it is now possible 
to change to disability .benefits if 
you become disabled before 65. 
This means that if you are al¬ 
ready receiving a reduced benefit 
when you become disabled, your 
payments may be increased. 

Q. I have been disabled for 3 
months and I plan to apply for 
disability benefits. What informa¬ 
tion should I bring to the .social 
security office with me? 

A. You should bring your so¬ 
cial security card, proof of your 
date of birth, a list showing where 
you have worked, and the' names 
and addresses of the doctors wlio

1 pre-cooked ham (10-12 lbs.) 
3/4 cup honey 

1/1 cup water 

2 Ibsp. A.l. Sauce

1 bunch watercress 
1 jar spiced peaches 
. Score ham "with diamond pat¬ 
tern, place on heavy duty foil in 
baking pan. Mix honey, water, 
A.l., lemon juice, candy in sep¬ 
arate pan. Bring to boil, sim¬ 
mer until candy dissolves. Pour 
half of mixtui'e over ham, form 
foil loosely around ham so 
juices are retained. Bake at

Veurans with GI home loans 
or loans on their GI insurance 
policies may pay the loans off 
at any time, in full or in extra 
part naynienta without incurring 
a T>enalty charge, the Veterans 
Administration at Boston said 
today. 

The minimum extra payment 
a vetei'an may make on his home 
loan is the equivalent of a month’s 
payment, or $100. whichever is 
less. 

The insurance loan may be 
paid off in payments of $5 or 
more at any time. 

The Veterans Administration 
also pointed out that should a 
veteran need money for other 
expenses or emergencies, the ex¬ 
tra payments already made—if 
the lender agrees, in the case 
of a home loan—may be reapplied 
to regular payments in order to 
prevent the loan fi-om going into 
default.

World War II veterans have 
less than one year left to take 
advantage of GI guaranteed or 
insured loans, according to the 
Veterans Administration office in 
Boston. 

July 25, 1967, is the deadline 
for tVorld War II veterans eli¬ 
gibility. 

Eligibility for many has al¬ 
ready expired, but the July 25, 
1967 date is the cutoff for all 
other World War 11 veterans. 

Veterans who were discharged 
for a serWce-connected disability 
and the widows of such veterans 
will be eligible up to the July 25, 
1967 deadlnie. 

Those eligible may obtain a 
guaranteed-or insured lean to 
purchase a home, farm or to buy 
or start a business. 

For veterans of the Korean 
Conflict the formula for deter¬ 
mining GI loan eligibility is the 
same as for veterans of World 
War II. However, the Korean 
Conflict entitlement did not begin 
to expire until Jn. 31, 1965 and 
the final deadline is Jan. 31, 1975. 

As in the case of World War II 
veterans, Korean Conflict veter¬ 
ans discharged for service-con¬ 
nected disabilities and their wid¬ 
ows are eligible up to the final 
1975 deadline. Eligibility for 
Poet-Korean veterans under the
